NEW LOW RECORD MADE 
BY GERMAN EXCHANGE 


Despite Kaiser’s Gains in the 
West, the Reichsmark Con- 
tinues to Drop. 


New York, March N In the face of 
further German successes in the west- 
ern theater of the war, remittances to 
Germany from this market today 
touched, the lowest quotation recorded 
since the beginning of the European 
conflict, and, so far as is known, in the 
history of banking and commercial re- 
lations between the, United States and 
Germany.

As adopted the bill permits the con- 
struction of dams in navigable waters 
under licenses issued by the secretary 
of war, and gives grantees the right to 
operate power plants for fifty years, 
after which time the federal govern- 
ment may take over the pl after 
giving two years’ notice and paying 
a fair value to be determined by the 
secretary of war and the owner by 
proceedings in the United States courts. 

Regulation o Tates and services is 
placed with the states in which the. 
plants are located, or, if interstate’ 
commerce is involved, with the inter- 
state commerce commission, on appeals 
when the states involved are unable to 
agree on reasonable rates and adequate 
service. 

The bill also provides that no works 
shall be operated in any combination 
to limit the output of electric power 
or in restraint of trade. 

A parliamentary struggle followed 
the passage of the measure between 
Senator Tillman, whose motion that 
his bill for the government ownership 
of armor plants be made the unfinished 
business of the senate was not acted 
on, and Senator Myers, of Montana, 
who moved that the Ferris bill passed 

— the house relating to water power 
plants on public lands be made the un- 
finished business. Senator Myers with- 
drew his motion, but gave notice that 
he would reintroduce it when the sen- 
ate met at noon tomorrow.

Echoes of Wilson's Victory. 

Echoes of President Wilson’s victory 
in the fight to end agitation in con- 
@ress over the armed ship question 
were heard today on both sides of the 
capitol. In the senate Senator Stone, 
chainman of the foreign relations com- 
mittee, made a statement, after a con- 
ference with the presiednt, announcing 
that because of the chance that his re- 
marks might be misconstrued abroad, 
he would not make a speech he had 
prepared for delivery tomorrow. He 
referred to the difficulties by which 
the executive was beset, and declared 
that President Wilson’s supreme wish 
was to avoid the calamity of war. 

On the house side several members 
asked leave to extend in the record 
their remarks of yesterday on the ta- 
bling of the McLemofe armed ship reso- 
lution and Minority Leader Mann took 
occasion to suggest that some had voted 
on both sides of the question on the 
test ballots so they could explain their 
positions to constituents on either side. 
Representative Fess, of Ohio, began a 
reply, but Mr. Mann shut off further 
argument by a point of order. 

From both the white house and the 
state department there came during 


the day emphatic denials of a rumor 


that the administration itself intended 
to warn American citizens’ off armed 
ships. At the state department it was 
explained that it was for the citizens 
themselves who took passage on armed 
ships not entering American waters, to 
determine whether they were boarding 
vessels armed defensively or offensive- 
ly, and the nature of the instructions 
under which ‘ship captains would act 
in the presence of a submarine. An 
offensively armed ship avhich enters 
American waters, it was said, would be 
regarded as a war vessel and would not 
be allowed to remain more than 24 
hours. In foreign waters, however, it 
is no concern of this government how 
ships are armed. 


New Submarine Campaign. 


The new submarine campaign of the 
central powers has now been in opera- 
tion eight days and up to tonight the 
state department had no reports of 
any act by a German or Austrian sub- 
marine commander under the changed 
orders. State department officials 
make no secret of the fact that they do 
not believe any acts will be committed 
if they can be avoided which will in- 
volve the death or injufy of American 
citizens.

Britain and Lenden Declaration, 

“Great Britain, on the other hand. 
declined to ratify the declaration of 
London, and, after the outbreak of 
the war, began to resist the legittmate. 
trade oi the neutrals in order to hit 
Germany. The contraband “provisions 
were systematically extended on Au- 
gust 5, 20, September 21 and October 
29, 1914. On November 3, 1914, the 
order of the British admiralty followed 
declaring the whole North sea a war 
zone in which commercial shipping 
would be exposed to the most serious 
danger from mines and men-of-war. 
Protests from neutrals were of no 
avail and from that time on the free- 
dom of neutral commerce with T- 
many was practically destroyed. Un- 
der these circumstances, Germany was 
compelied to resort, in February, 1915, 
to reprisals in order to fight her op- 
onents’ measures, which were abso- 
utely contrary to international law. 
She chose for this perpose a new 
weapon, the use of which had not yet 
been regulated by international law, 
and, in doing so, could and did not 
violate any existing rules, but only 
took into account the peculiarity of 
this new weapon, the submarine boat. 


Submarine and Neutrals. 
“The use of the submarine naturally 
necessitated a restriction of the free 
movement of neutrals and constituted 
a danger for them which Germany in- 
tended to ward off by a special warn- 
ing analogous to the warning Eng- 


land had given regarding the North 
sea. 

“As both belligerents— Germany in 
her note of February 17 and Great 
Britain in those of February 18 and 20, 
1915—claimed that their proceeding 
was only enacted in retaliation for the 
violation of international law by their 
opponent, the American government 
approached both parties for the pur- 
pose of trying to re-establish interna- 
tional law as it had been in force be- 
fore the war. Germany was asked to 
adapt the use of her new weapon to 
the rules which had been existing for 
the former naval weapons, and England 
not to interfere with the food supplies 
intended for the non-combatant Ger- 
man population and to admit their dis- 
tribution under American supervision. 
Germany, on March 1, 1916, declared 
her ae mare to comply with the 
proposal of the American government 
whilst England, on the other hand, 
declined to do so. By the order-in- 
council March 11, 1916, Great Britain 
abolished even what had remained of 
the freedom of neutral trade with Ger- 
many and her neutral neighbors, Eng- 
land’s object was to starve Germany 
into submission by these illegal means. 

“Germany, after neutral citizens had 
lost their lives against the wish and 
intention, nevertheless, in the further 
course of the war complied with the 
wishes of the American government 
regarding the use of her submarines. 
The rights of néutrals 8 legal 
trading were in fact nowhere limited 
by Germany.” 

ANleged Britain Armed Ships. 


“Then England made it impossible 
for submarines to conform with the old 
rules of international law by arming 
nearly all merchantmen and by order- 
ing the use of guns on merchant ves- 
sels for attack. Photographic reproduc- 
tions of those instructions have been 
transmitted to neutral governments 
with the memorandum of the German 
government of February 8, 1916. These 
orders are obviously in contradiction 
with the note delivered by the. British 
ambassador in Washington to the 
American government on October 25, 
1914. On account of the proposal, made 
by the United States on January 23, 
1916, regarding disarmament, the im- 

erial government hoped that these 
acts would enable the neutral govern- 
ments to obtain the disarmament of the 
merchant ships of her opponents. The 
latter, however, continu with great 
energy to arm their merchantmen with 


ns. 
Sunne principle of the United States 
government not to keep their citizens 
off belligerent merchant ships, has been. 
used by Great Britain and her allies 
to arm merchant ships for offensive 
purposes. Under these circumstances 
merchantmen can easily destroy sub- 
marines, and if their attack fails Still 
consider themselves in safety by the 
presence of American citizens on board. 

„The order to use arms on British 
merchantmen was supplemented by in- 
structions to the masters of such ships 
to hoist false flags and to ram U-boats. 
Reports on 8 of premiums and 
bestowals o ecorations to successful 
masters of merchantmen show the ef- 
fect of these orders. England's allies 
have adopted this’ position. 


What Germany Is Facing. 
“Now, Germany is facing the fol-

400,000 PERSONS DARED | 
PERILS. OF SUBMARINES 


Washington, March 8.—Despite the 
perils of submarine warfare 400,000 
persons crossed the Atlantic between 
American and European ports as pas- 
sengers last year. Figures assembled 
today in the bureau of 
show that 250,000 of them traveled on 
vessels owned by the belligerents. One 
hundred and fifty. thousand took pass- 
age on neutral ships. 

Slightly more than half the Atlantic 
travelers were eastbound, and Italian 
ships carried more than vessels of any 
other nation. Only 38,000 of the pas- 
sengers traveled first class. Two hun- 
dred and seventy thousand went in the 


steerage. 

Passengers carried N. belligerent 
ships are divided as follows: Ttallan 
ships, 113,000; British, 89,000; French, 
43,000; Russian, 6,000; Belgian, 1,000. 
Those on neutral ships were: Ameri- 
can, 61,000; Greek, 28,000; Danish 27,- 
000; Dutch, 238,000; Norwegian, 15,000; 
Spanish, 4,000.

Arraigns Officials for 
Growth of Lynching Evil 


Editor Constitution: I have been reading 
with a great deal of interest the editorials 
of The Constitution regarding lynchings in 
Georgia. I am an officer in the United States 
navy and during the past few years have 
traveled a great deal, but I am a Georgian, 
and I feel deeply humiliated as I continue to 
read of repeated cases of mob law. I feel 
that the slurs of my shipmates and the con- 
temptuous condemnation by the press of other 
states is largely justified, and we cannot, 
with dignity, defend ourselves as long 4s 
murders are committed by mobs, no mem- 
bers of which are ever punished by law. 

Our system of police as represented by the 
sheriffs, deputies, bailiffs, eta, has proven 
conclusively that it is obsolete, criminally m- 
efficient, and unsuitable for our state. I 
have never heard of a case where a mob 
has taken a prisoner from a brave, determined 
officer who was not afraid to shoot or of 
being shot. In all the lynchings I have read 
about in Georgia not a single member of the 
mobs have been killed, wounded or-even ap- 
prehended by .the officers, nor have the offi- 
cers been injured in the defense of their 
prisoners. 

The district attorneys of Georgia seem to 
be apathetic, to say the least, in their in- 
terpretation of their duties. Governor Whit- 
man, of New York, while district attorney, 
made an active, personal campaign against 
organized graft and crime in the city of New 


performed a great service for his state and 
Was suitably rewarded. It isn’t too much to 
expect a district attorney to personally as- 
sist in apprehending lynchers and of making 
the officers more diligent. They themselves 
should not be immune to punishment for 
crimes of omission. 

The reason for the inefficiency of the sher- 
iffs is undoubtedly due to the fact that they 
are political appointees who must, to some 
extent, cater to the caprices and yield to the 
passions of the voters. I have known sher- 
iffs who were large, fat, genial men who 
.were unfit physically and mentally for active 
service, but who could continually secure 
enough votes to be elected. 

There is a perfectly practical and feasible 
solution of this problem which could not 


j only stamp out mob law, but could enforce 
the probibition laws and suppress. crime of. 


all kind. This could be done by the establish- 
ment of,a state constabulary similar to that 
of Canada, Australia, Philippine islands, 
Pennsylvania and other countries. 

A constabulary under the leadership of 
a good, energetic, patriotic, experienced man, 
untrammeled by political influence, could 
deal with any mob in an efficient and suit- 
able manner. The past successes and im- 
munity from punishment of mobs has given 
the lawless element. such confidence and 
strength that to stamp out their existence 
will now undoubtedly cost the lives of some 
good officers who have the courage to up- 
hold their oath of office and the law abid- 
ing reputation of their state. Such officers 
will be martyrs due to past negligence and

Representative Hensley asked if a 
race in building warships or in any 
other military preparation between two 
nations had not invariably led to war. 
Admiral Fietcher said no, and express- 
ed the opinion that failure to prepare 
was merely making certain that a na- 
tion must surrender its rights. 

Armament Limitation Probable. 

Representative Callaway asked if it 
was not reasonable to assume that the 
European war would end within a year 
Or @ year and a half at most.

Admiral Fletcher repeated his state- 
ment that the hope of a disarmament 
agreement was too vague to build upon, 

epresentative Oliver asked if any- 
thing had developed within the last 
two years to shake Admiral Fletcher's 
faith in heavy armored ships as the 
main 1 of a navy. He asked par- 
ticularly if high explosive shells had 
made armor less trustworthy. 

“There has been no development in 
high explosive shells. worth mention- 
ing in that time,’ Admiral Fletcher 
replied.

Albany, N. T., March 8.—An attempt 
to prevent the Willard-Moran boxing; 
contest to be held on March 25 was 
forestalled, temporarily at least, in 
the assembly today when an objection 
prevented the introduction of a reso- 
lution of Assemblyman’ McCue, of New 
York, a former pugilist, calling on the 
state athletic commission to revoke the 
license for the fight.
